McClure  Succumbs  After  Pro- 
longed Fight  Against 
Odds 


Ralph  McClure,  star  Colorado  col- 
lege halfback  died  Wednesday  from 
injuries  sustained  Saturday  when  his 
team  played  Colorado  university  and 
upset  them  12-0.  He  sustained  a 
broken  neck  vertebrae  when  he  tack- 
led George  Grosvenor,  Colorado  half- 
back. Trainere  did  not  realize  his  con- 
dition was  so  serious  and  allowed  him 
to  lay  on  the  players  bench  until 
after  the  game  had  ended. 

For  two  or  three  days  after  sus- 
taining the  injury  physicians  gave 
McClure  little  chance  of  recovery,  but 
Tuesday  he  became  conscious  and  was 
able  to  talk  to  his  Mother  and  wife. 
Hope  was  then  revived,  but  he  again 
suffered  a relapse  from  which  he  did 
not  recover. 

Colorado  college  has  cancelled  Its 
two  remaining  games  of  the  season 
due  to  his  death  which  is  the  second 
football  death  at  the  Colorado  Springs 
school  in  three  years.

Clouds  Hide  Meteors  From  View 

Hales  Observes  Leonids  In  Huntington 

Party  Charts  130  Falling  Stars 


"The  so-called  fast-break  system,  ’ 
is  the  title  of  the  article  appearing 
in  the  November  issue  of  the  Athletic 
Journal,  a magazine  containing  the 
opinions  and  views  of  the  leading 
sport  authorities,  written  by  G.  Ott 
Romney,  director  of  physical  educa- 
tion of  the  university. 

Romney’s  article  is  the  first  of  a 
series  of  research  articles  to  be  pub- 
lihed  by  the  National  Association  of 
Basketball  Coaches.  Each  month  an 
article  written  by  some  outstanding 
coach  will  be  published  with  the  hope 
of  promoting  interest  in  basketball 
research  work. 

Stresses  Accuracy 
The  article  stressed  the  importance 
of  combining  long  and  short  passes, 
versalitity  in  shooting,  emphasis  or 
fast  breaking  and  feinting,  minimiz- 
ng  the  dribble,  and  the  effectiveness 
with  which  name-to-name  defensive 
methods  have  aided  the  sport  over 
the  man-to-man  system. 

In  the  fast-break  system  it  is  neces- 
sary, as  explained  by  Romney,  that  at 
least  25%  of  the  shots  be  converted  to 
make  the  system  effective,  that 
overwhelming  percentage  of  shots 
come  from  set-ups  and  close-in  shots, 
and  that  every  man  enters  the  scor- 
ing  column  in  every  game. 

Since  1930  Brigham  Young  univers- 
ity has  resorted  to  this  type  of  ball 
almost  exclusively.  Success  derived 
from  the  past  two  seasons  assists 
Romney  in  advocating  the  effective- 
ness of  the  system.

Fearful  lest  heavy  clouds  which 
hung  over  the  state  all  this  week 
would  obscure  burning  meteors  which 
do  not  fall  again  until  1965,  Dr. 
Wayne  B.  Hales  went  on  long  dis- 
tance telephone  late  Wednesday  night 
to  find  some  place  in  the  state  where 
the  skies  were  clear. 

From  relatives  in  Carbon  county  he 
learned  that  observations  from  some- 
place in  that  county  would  probably 
be  possible  ^Or  at  least  the  next 
dozen  hours.  Just  before  midnight 
Dr.  Hales  and  three  physics  students 
left  Provo  to  motor  to  Price. 

Locating  just  this  side  of  Hunting- 
ton,  the  party  set  up  their  equipment 
and  began  taking  observations  at  3:03 
a.  m.  But  even  there  cloud  blankets 
shut  out  the  meteor  show’er,  and  for 
forty  five  minutes  no  significant  ob- 
servations was  made. 

But  at  fifteen  minuptes  to  four  the 
skies  cleared  beautifully,  and  before 
morning  the  science  enthusiasts  had 
seen  and  charted  on  special  maps  115 
to  130  “falling  stars”  of  the  Leonid 
family. 

One  remarkably  large  meteor  obser- 
ved by  Henry  Watson,  a member  of 
the  group,  left  a trail  of  fire  in  the 
atmosphere  which  did  not  burn  out 
for  30  to  40  seconds. 

Dr.  Hales  found  the  emergency 
night  trip  profitable,  for  hitherto  only 
a few  meteors  had  been  seen  from 
Provo  and  indications  were  that  ob 
servations  over  the  whole  state,  would 
be  dissappointing.  With  this  inform- 
ation and  additions  sent  to  him  from 
qualified  observers  in  three  states  Dr, 
Hales  will  prepare  a paper  for  sub- 
mission to  the  Journal  of  the  Ameri- 
can Meteor  society.

Brigham  Young  university  football 
team  has  a possibility  of  ending  this 
year’s  competition  dead-locked  with 
the  University  of  Utah,  at  the  top  of 
the  Rocky  Mountain  conference  stand- 
ing. 

While  the  chances  of  such  a turn 
of  affairs  are  mighty  slim,  still  it 
could  happen.  That  is,  Colorado 
Aggies  could  beat  Utah  at  Ft.  Collins 
tomorrow  and  Coach  Ott  Romney’s 
Blue  Cougars  could  trip  the  Utah 
Farmers  for  the  fourth  consecutive 
time.  This  would  tie  the  Utes  and  the 
Cougars  for  first  place  and  would  mar 
the  championship  record  of  the 
Indians. 

All  the  dope  seems  to  indicate  that 
the  Utes  are  not  going  to  encounter 
much  opposition  at  Colorado,  and  that 
the  game  is  just  a temporary  delay 
in  securing  their  fifth  consecutive 
Rocky  Mountain  conference  victory. 
The  Colorado  Ags’  record  this  year 
is  nothing  to  write  home  about  hav- 
ing lost  to  the  Colorado  College  and 
the  Utah  Aggies  and  defeated  the 
Teachers,  Mines  and  tied  Denver  and 
Colorado  U. 

Aggdes  Hold  Edge 

The  Cougar-Aggie  fracas  looks  like 
a tossup,  with  the  Farmers  having  a 
slight  edge  when  comparative  scores 
of  a common  opponent  are  lined  up. 
For  instance,  the  Cougars  fell  before 
the  onslaught  of  the  Utes  29-0,  while 
Utah  State  held  them  to  16  digits, 
Montana  Bobcats  were  defeated  by 
Coach  Dick  Romney’s  aggregation, 
26-0  while  the  best  brother  Ott’s  boys 
could  do  was  a 6-0  victory.  Both 
teams  trounced  the  University  of 
Idaho  Southern  Branch  by  a 32-0 
score,  and  the  Farmers  beat  Western 
States  39-Ot  while  the  Cougars  piled 
up  a 38-6  victory. 

On  the  eve  of  the  annual  tilt  be- 
tween Ags  and  the  Cougars,  B.  Y.  U, 
is  in  undisputed  second  place  in  the 
team  standing  while  the  Farmers  are 
sharing  fifth  place  with  the  Colorado 
A.  C.  A victory  for  the  Logan  team 
would  deadlock  them  with  the  Cou- 
gars for  fourth  or  fifth  place,  while 
a victory  for  the  Cougars  would 
mean  either  undisputed  second  place 
or  a tie  with  the  Utes  for  first  place. 

Cougars  Amass  Points 

While  total  points  amassed  by  any 
team  or  scored  against  it  is  not  an 
accurate  indication  of  its  strength, 
still  it  can  not  be  denied  that  it  has 
some  hearing.  Only  10  major  college 
teams  in  the  United  States  have  scored 
more  points  or  had  fewer  scored 
against  them  than  our  own  B.  Y.  U. 
this  year.  Not  one  team  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  conference,  can  duplicate 
the  Cougars  record. 

In  the  seven  games  that  they  have 
played  the  Cougars  have  won  six  and 
have  scored  167  points  against  37  for 
their  opponents.  Utah  has  scored 
146  points  and  their  opponents  47, 
A.  C.  has  scored  117  against  54  for 
their  opponents,  Colorado  A.  C.  77, 
opponents  29;  Colorado  College  73, 
opponents  75;  Colorado  Mines  33,  op- 
ponents 130;  Teachers  65,  opponents 
51;  Denver  74,  opponents  74;  Mon- 
tana 46,  opponents  59;  Western  States 
26,  opponents  147,  and  Wyoming  S3, 
opponents  80.

Hibbert  and  Captain  Oaks  remained 
in  the  game  but  were  far  from  the 
usual  form  because  of  injuries.  A 
sprained  ankle  crippled  Hibbert’s 
punting  and  five  times  during  the 
fracas  the  A.  C.  lads  broke  through: 
the  line  to  block  the  kick. 

Aggies  Score  Early 
The  victors  scored  in  the  first  quar-: 
ter  when  the  Aggies  pounded  the 
Cougar  line  for  consistent  gains, 
marching  down  the  field  45  yards  to 
score.  During  the  second  period  the 
Kittens  rallied  and  held  Coach  Read- 
ing’s charges  in  check  but  in  the  third 
period  Rasmussen  passed  15  yards  to 
Tripp,  who  ran  five  more  yards  to 
score.  It  was  Rasmussen’s  pass  of  20 
yards  over  the  goal  line  to  Jefferies 
that  accounted  for  the  third  touch- 
down. The  safety  came  shortly  after- 
wards when  a Y punt  was  blocked  and 
recovered  by  the  Aggies  in  the  end 
zone.
